It is expected the deliberations of the 
convention will occupy several days.

of senators. 
The only thing the con­ 
vention can achieve is to effect an on 
ganization which may crystallize the 
sentiment and give 
the

or the other methods fixed by the con­ 
stitution. 
It is the general opinion 
among 
those present that ten years at least 
will be necessary* to bring about the 
proposed reform.

was a man who opposed those things 
which he is in favor of. 
City after 
city in the east today shows the marks 
of its battle with some progressive 
city in the west. 
Idle factories, va ­ 
cant buildings, unoccupied dwellings, 
tell blore clearly what it means for 
a conservative city to lock horns with 
a progressive city. 
“ The great instrument of progress 
in the science of city making, is of 
course 
a 
commercial 
organization. 
These organizations have in each in­ 
stance proven to the general, who has 
successfully led the battle of any east­ 
ern conservatism. 
“ T h e commercial organization costs 
both time and money and generally 
the more time and money they cost 
the better results they produce. 
T o 
be of any particular use to the c o m ­ 
munity, the commercial organization 


may be installed, until they 
prove 
their worth, or 
while separate 
fac­ 
tories are being constructed for them, 
after their worth has been proved. 
“ By those means many experiment­ 
al industries can be invited to the city, 
at very small expense and be tried 
out 
before 
a 
heavy 
investment 
is 
made in them and thus the chances of 
loss to the stockholders are greatly 
reduced. 
Careful selection of young 
industries avoiding as far as possible 
novelties, which will soon run out of 
popular favor, will insure a net profit 
to the investor even though a fairly

“ At a first glance, business 
men 
would be inclined to think that it is 
a difficult proposition to raise money 
for such an enterprise.

Senator John Warwick Daniel 
of 
Virginia, long foremost among the 
democratic leaders of the south, was 
Imrn at Lynchburg. Va., Sept. 5, 1842. 
His father 
a judge of the supreme 
court of Virginia, a man of much 
prominence and considerable 
wealth 
when tile civil war broke out. 
He 
volunteered as a private in the Con­ 
federate army and was wounded 
at 
the first battle of Manassas. 
As ad­ 
jutant of the Eleventh Virginia in­ 
tl 
Lu)try he was wounded at Boonesbo­ 
ro and permanently crippled at the 
battle of the Wilderness. 
After the 
war he studied law at the University 
of Virginia. 
He began his political 
career as a member of the Virginia 
house, wliere lie served one term of 
two years ( 1869-71), and continued in 
tile Virginia senate from 1875 to 1881. 
In 
I HH i 
he was defeated as demo­ 
cratic candidate for governor by W. 
IL Cameron, readjuster, and returned 
to l^w practice. 
He went to congress 
in 1886, and in 1887 succeeded Gener­ 
al Mahonc in the United States sen­ 
ate where he has remained ever since.
